The tragic death of J Handy 
Moore and Dr. J H White, near 
Charleston, Mo.. Mot Tuesday 
soorning. is related by the little I 
year-old son of Mr. Moore, in hit 
teetimony before tat coroner * jury 
as follows : 

-I live at Charleston, Mo. I 
think 1 left Charleston yetterdav, 
me 1 nn (of November) about 2 :00 
m J. H. Moore and Dr.

Rural Mail Carriers May Get 
More Pay. 

Rural free delivery carriers are 
to receive more pay. according to 
the plans of Postmaster General 
Cortelyou, who will recommend to 
Congress an appropriation for that 
purpose. Estimates recently sub- 
mitted to the Secretary of the 
Treasury, for the postal service for 
the coming fiscal year included an 
increase of SI ,475,000 for the rural 
delivery 'service, but somehow the 
amount for an increase in the salar- 
ies of carriers was ovei 
There are now in rural delivery ser- 
vice J6.4J7 carriers and of these 
more than 21,000 at- serving routes 
from twenty-five to thirty miles long. 
The time required to complete the 
trips, the cost of horse hire and the 
varying cost of horse food 
plain to the Department that the 
men are entitled to more money. A 
new order affecting rural routes car- 
riers and residents of nearby rural 
routes has just gone into effect. It 
provides that hereafter the delivery 
of mad by rural carriers will be per- 
mitted to persons residing not less 
than one-quarter mile from post- 
offices at unincorporated towns and 
villages, providing such persons will 
erect boxes conforming to the re- 
quirements of the department on
